Landslide hid bodies 
in car for ten days

THE body of Misterton woman Rosemary Snell 
is believed to be one of two found in a car 
buried under mud at the mouth of the 
partially collapsed Beaminster Tunnel. 

The car was recovered from beneath hundreds 
of tonnes of mud and bricks on Tuesday (July 
17th) having been hidden from view for ten 
days. 

Wl stalwart Rosemary Snell, 67, was well known 
throughout the community. She was also a 
trustee at Henhayes Community Centre in 
Crewkerne. 

Rosemary and her companion, named locally as 
Michael Rolfe of Fivehead, had just begun a 
romance at the time of the horrific accident. The 
father of four, who was in his 70s, worked in the 
medical profession before retiring.

Tunnel horror

The bodies had lay undiscov¬ 
ered in the car since July 7th, be¬ 
fore it was excavated from the 
landslide at the northern end of 
the tunnel. 

The road was closed and a cor¬ 
don put in place while emer¬ 
gency service staff excavated the 
vehicle. 

The pair had been missing for 
more than a week before detec¬ 
tives searching for the pair discov¬ 
ered the crushed car on Monday, 
July 16th. 

Dorset Police's Assistant Chief 
Constable James Vaughan, lead¬ 
ing the investigation, said: "We 
have linked the car with the miss¬ 
ing couple from Somerset. 

"They are retired and they are a 
couple, a relatively new item." 

Concerns began to grow for the 
couple when they were reported 
missing by friends and family on 
the weekend of July 7th. 

By the end of last week police 
started scrutinising telephone 
records and bank details in their 
hunt for the couple and it was dis¬ 
covered they had been to 
Beaminster. 

Avon and Somerset Police then 
asked Dorset Police to check the 
area of BeaminsterTunnel. 

Beaminster resident Douglas 
Beazer - who took pictures of the 
tunnel shortly after the mudslide 
- said he was shocked that no¬ 
body had discovered the bodies 
quicker. 

He said: "The timing must have 
been crystal because they must 
have been there when the debris 
came down.'There was about 
eight to ten feet of debris there. 
When I went down there I 
couldn't see anything at all. I took 
some photographs and I didn't 
notice anything at all. 

"It's very sad to hear about the 
two people. After the mudslide 
residents have been saying it was 
lucky nobody was hurt. I was just 
surprised we had not heard that 
anybody was missing before." 


Beaminster Tunnel has been 
closed because of structural dam¬ 
age since the worst flash floods in 
more than three decades hit the 
town on July 7th. The deluge 
caused the mudslide. 

A Dorset Police spokesman said 
at around 6:30pm on Monday 
(July 16th) that the fire and rescue 
service were contacted by Avon 
and Somerset police regarding 
the partial collapse of Beaminster 
Tunnel. 

Crews were subsequently sent 
to investigate the area, and fol¬ 
lowing a period of excavation dis¬ 
covered a vehicle under a large 
volume of earth and mud. 

At around 7:20pm, police were 
advised that fire and rescue serv¬ 
ice personnel had discovered a 
car outside Beaminster tunnel. 

Assistant Chief Constable James 
Vaughan said onTuesday:"During 
Saturday, July 7th severe weather 
conditions and localised flooding 
caused a partial collapse of 
Beaminster Tunnel, bringing 
down several hundred tonnes of 
mud and rubble onto the road 
and surrounding area. 

"Partner agencies, including 
Dorset Fire and Rescue Service, 
Dorset Police and Dorset County 
Council searched the tunnel. 

"There was no sign of any vehi¬ 
cle and, at this time, there were 


no reports of any missing people 
in the surrounding area. 

"The tunnel has remained 
closed for the past ten days. 

"At approximately 6:30pm yes¬ 
terday (Monday, July 16th), Avon 
and Somerset Constabulary con¬ 
tacted local emergency services 
regarding a possible connection 
between this incident and a miss¬ 
ing elderly couple from the Som¬ 
erset area. 

"Enquiries, involving telephone 
and bankcard data, led Avon and 
Somerset Constabulary to believe 
thatthe missing couple had been 
in the Beaminster area around 
Saturday, July 7th - they had not 
been seen since. 

"Emergency service crews were 
subsequently sent to search the 
area, and following a period of ex¬ 
cavation discovered a car under a 
large volume of earth and mud. 
This vehicle is connected to the 
missing people. 

"Next of kin have been informed 
of the developments and are 
being supported by family liaison 
officers. The Coroner has been 
notified." 

• Dorset Police will be referring 
the deaths to the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission 
(IPCC).This will be assessed and a 
decision made about mode of in¬ 
vestigation.

TRIBUTES PAID TO ROSEMARY SNELL 


PEOPLE in Crewkerne 
and Misterton who had 
been touched by the bright 
personality of Rosemary 
Snell, one of the two 
Beaminster Tunnel land¬ 
slide victims, have been 
left in shock. 

The car her body was 
found in was only dug out 
of the hundreds of tons of 
mud this week, after being 
buried for ten days. 

One of the newest and 
brightest members of the 
community, Rosemary 
only moved to the area 18 
months ago. 

She had been a Blue 


Badge tourist guide, the 
highest guiding qualifica¬ 
tion in Britain. 

A trustee at the Henhayes 
Community Centre in the 
town and an active mem¬ 
ber of Misterton WI, Rose¬ 
mary had been the 
organiser of the ‘Puttin’ on 
the Ritz’ event last Sep¬ 
tember, when she per¬ 
suaded her fellow 
members to dress the part 
and serve a posh tea, 
alongside a history talk on 
the beverage, which was a 
great fundraiser. 

Henhayes Centre chair¬ 
man of the trustees, Rose¬ 


mary Prince, said the pop¬ 
ular volunteer had con¬ 
tacted her just after 
Christmas to say she was 
selling her flat in London 
and wouldn’t be able to 
come to the centre for a 
while. 

Mrs Prince commented: 
“She started helping with 
the Tuesday Group and got 
on so well with everything 
and everybody, we thought 
she might like to become a 
member of the trustees. 

“She only became a 
trustee about a year ago. 
She had found herself a 
boyfriend in Taunton and

“It is extremely tragic 
and we can only hope that 
it happened quickly; the 
thought of being buried 
like that is just awful. I 
don’t know if she had any 
family, she never talked 
about any to us.” 

Vice Chairman Ron 
Spencer said: “Rosemary 
Snell was a very vivacious 
lady and a great organiser. 

“She was everybody’s 
friend and would do any¬ 
thing for anybody. 

“She only came down 
here 18 months ago but 
bought a house in Mister¬ 
ton and just became in¬ 
volved with the 
community as quickly as 
possible. She will be fan¬ 
tastically missed.” 

Maureen Spinney, who 
runs the Tuesday Welcome 
Group, said: “I have been 
contacted by most of the 
volunteers for the Tuesday 
Welcome Group who are 


really distressed. 

“We have lost such a 
lovely, warm, kind outgo¬ 
ing person. 

“She was so willing to 
give something to others. 
I know next Tuesday will 
be very difficult for us all 
to come to terms with not 
seeing her again.” 

Along with the shock, 
there is a feeling of in¬ 
credulity among many in 
the the community who 
are questioning why it was 
that with the tunnel road 
being such a busy local 
route, the authorities did 
not seek to clear it sooner 
and so discover the awful 
truth. 

Everyone said their heart 
went out to any family the 
couple had, at such a tragic 
end to their newly blos¬ 
somed relationship. 

For decades, local people 
have beeped their car 
horns in fun when passing 
through the tunnel, now it 
will have a very different 
feel for everybody.

cant impact on overall 
funding, with losses of 
well over £100,000. 

Councillor Vijeh com¬ 
mented: "As a free 
school meal child my¬ 
self, along with the cur¬ 
rent headteacher at 
Neroche School in 
Broadway, Connel Boyle, 
and councillor Angie 
Singleton chair of Area 
West for SSDC, I felt it 
was important to show 
that we are not 


ashamed of the fact that 
our families had suffi¬ 
ciently low income to 
need the help that re¬ 
ceiving free school 
meals provides. 

"In addition to attract¬ 
ing valuable funding, 
those families eligible 
also attract other bene¬ 
fits, such as free early 
years provision for two- 
year-olds, support for 
music tuition and school 
trips, as well as free 
transport at a greater 


distance than would 
normally be available. 

"It is time to end the 
stigma and realise that 
there is no shame in tak¬ 
ing advantage of this in 
such hard economic 
times."

Kate Humphreys (17) 
from llminster, was the 
first recipient of a new 
award presented to the 
school in memory of for¬ 
mer headboy Peter 
Spencer, at the summer 
awards evening held at St 
Bartholomew's Church in 
Crewkerne on Monday.

Teen sensation Harry 
Houseago heads to Yeovil 

Sixteen-year-old singer songwriter is tipped for big things 


IT'S said that youth is wasted on the young... But not in Harry 
Houseago's case. 

He was learning guitar from the age of three, in a recording stu¬ 
dio at six, playing open-mic nights at ten and released his first sin¬ 
gle at thirteen... Now, having only just turned sixteen, he is 
releasing a new EP of astonishing depth and maturity. Shift over Ed 
Sheeran and Ben Howard, you have competition. 

Richly melodic, acutely personal and beautifully produced, the 
EP fuses the songwriting nous, weathered confidence and emo¬ 
tional insight of a grown-up to the vulnerability and ease of a 
teenager. Penning his own songs and co-writing with established 
songwriters, Harry equally masters buoyant pop and nuanced bal¬ 
lads, with two covers that Harry has no trouble putting his own 
stamp on, and which reveal more about this gifted teen. 

South Londoner Harry Houseago has been leading up to this for 
years. His music-mad mum Annie ensured he was immersed in 
music from the start; "Even in the womb," Harry grins, "I was 
wedged between her and her guitar." When Harry got bored of 
studying classical guitar, he turned to rock and the blues. Led Zep¬ 
pelin was a particular favourite but Jimmy Page's acoustic guitar - 
"And the soul that I heard come out of that"- that changed his di¬ 
rection. He embarked on a series of open-mic shows with an 
acoustic guitar and won a V Festival talent competition when he 
was just eleven years old. 

His stage presence was further sharpened by entering competi¬ 
tions such as Live & Unsigned (third place in 2009, a finalist in 
2010), and via a pantheon of heroes (Nick Drake, John Martyn, Ben 


Howard, Newton Faulkner, Neil Young, Glen Hansard, Seth Lake- 
man, Tom Waits and Lennon & McCartney), Harry has fashioned 
his own musical identity."! believe that music should first and fore¬ 
most be entertaining, but it's also one of the most direct forms of 
emotional connection - ears are the first external organs that de¬ 
velop in the womb". 

In one fell swoop, the talent competitions are old news; Harry's 
new EP is most definitely the sound of a completely different tal¬ 
ent, with three self-penned original tracks (two of which are co¬ 
writes) and one cover version - "Just A Day" - a 2001 single by 
Feeder radically changed in outlook from the original's buzzing 
punk-pop to a simmering ballad. 

"I like hearing a good song performed in a different way...." says 
Harry. "I also covered the classic 'Put A Little Love In Your Heart', 
which is available as a free download -1 love that song'" 

The EP's lead track "Tomorrow Today" is hopeful, to suit its up¬ 
beat arrangement, with sentiments not just for impressionable 
teens but for grown-ups too, in stark contrast to the haunting 'Bi- 
cycleThat Can Fly'. Harry's lyrics are always personal, often inspired 
by news reports, "But in some way all my words are autobio¬ 
graphical, he says. Harry doesn't shy from emotional truths that 
both belie his age and expose him as a teenager. 

Harry plays Yeovil's Cafe Nero on Friday, August 10th at 12noon. 
Other dates in the south west include Exeter on August 4th, Barn¬ 
staple on August 5th and Weymouth on August 11th. For full tour

RHA calls for transparency 
in the oil market 


REPORTS that oil prices 
may have been another 
victim of price manipula¬ 
tion come as little surprise 
to the Road Haulage Asso¬ 
ciation. 

"This issue isn't just about 
the motorist," said RHA 
Chief Executive Geoff Dun¬ 
ning. "The price of oil dic¬ 
tates the price we pay for 
all fuel types. To learn that 
there is a possibility of oil 
traders worldwide manipu¬ 
lating the price comes as 
little surprise, given the re¬ 
cent news that our own fi¬ 
nancial system was rigged 
for the benefit of the banks. 

"We find it quite baffling 
that the oil market, as one 
of the world's key com¬ 
modity sectors, is unregu¬ 
lated and appears to rely, to 
a great extent, on the hon¬ 
esty of the trader to return 
accurate data regarding 
their activities. 


"The G20 revelation 
which has found the oil 
market to be wide open to 
'manipulation or distortion' 
must be acted upon as a 
matter of urgency. How 
many more financial stones 
must be overturned before 
we can see a fair financial 
system in which we can 
place our confidence? 

"With fuel now represent¬ 
ing over one third of a UK 
hauliers' operating costs, 
the world price of oil is crit¬ 
ical to the viability of a cost- 
effective and efficient 
haulage industry. This 
country is trying to battle 
its way out of recession. If 
we cannot trust those who 
set the price for the life¬ 
blood of our industry, what 
hope is there for the rest of 
the economy?" Geoff Dun¬ 
ning asked.
